Minister to Siam. 


IT OCCURRED WHILE HE WAS Zo A 
FISHING EXCURSION, 


Col. Boyd Was a We!ll-Kuown Missourian 
and a Leading Repudlican— Hits Health 
Failed While at the Glamese Court in 
1891, and He Resigned His Fost— 
Other Deaths. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., June 28.—Ool. 8. H. 
Boyd, ex-Untted States Minister to Siam and 
ex-Representative to Congress, dated in Stone 
County early this morning. Col. Boyd and a 
number of fishermen weht down to stone 
County this week and Thursday night a 
courier came in with the news that Col. Boyd 
was dangerously ill. A physician and Thos. 
J. Delaney, his son-in-law, left for the scene 
at once, and to-day news of his death was 
received, 

Col. Boyd was about 65 years old and one of 
the most prominent Republicans in the 
State. He was a leader in this section. He 
was appointed Minister to Siam by President 
Harrison in 1891, but remained at his post 
bat one year, when he broke down in health 
and returned. He never fully recovered. 
His son, Dr. Robert M. Boyd, is now on his 
way home from Stam. Col. Boyd has lived in 
Springfield nearly all his life. He was pop- 
ular among all classes of citizens.

THE COLLECTOR'S RECORDS. 


No plea of carelessness or flippant treat- 
ment of the subject should be permitted to 
divert attention from the grave signifi- 
cance of the failure of Collector Ziegen- 
hein to produce the records of his office 
demanded by the Grand-jury. 

The circumstances give the situation 
most serious import which profoundly 
concerns the people of St. Louis. The 
Collector’s office is under investigation by 
the Grand-jury. Evidence. sufficient to 
warrant the indictment of the Collector’s 
chief deputy has been found. Certain 
records of the office are necessary 
for the successful pursuit of the 
inquiry. But when the Grand-jury 
demands these records the Collector replies 
that he cannot findthem. The investiga- 
tion is thffs blocked by the mysterious dis- 
appearance of public records vital to its 
continuance. * 

How is it possible to avoid a dark inter- 
pretation of this situation? Collector 
Ziegenhein says that these books 
were placed in the record room. 
Unless they were removed they 
are there still, and can be found. No 
confusion of the place could hide them 
from willing searchers. 

In view of the reasons to keep these 
books from the Grand-jury, which must 
be implied frem the investigation and in- 
dictment, no innocent excuse can be ac- 
cepted for not producing them, unless it 
is fortified with convincing proof. 
The reputation of the Collector's 
administration is at stake. It is 
necessary to the vindication of Collector 
Ziegenhein’s own reputation that he give 
acceptable explanation of his inability to 
produce these records. He is responsible 
for them and must fix the guilt for their 
disappearance. Not to do so is confession 
of complicity in crime.

THE ORGAR-BUYING sCHEMRE. 

The statement is openly made that the 
recent change in the ownership and man- 
agement of the Chicago Inter-Ocean was a 
move on the presidential checker-board in 
the interest of ex-President Harrison. The 
wealthy supporters of Mr. Harrison are re- 
ported to have supplied the money to gain 
control of the paper in order that their 
candidate may have an organ in the North- 
west, 

The list of wealthy Republicans who are 
credited with doing this favor for the ex- 
President contains some exceptionally 
shrewd business men—men who have made 
millions in and out of politics. But their 
shrewdness is not exemplified in the pur- 
chase of a paper to serve as a Harrisonian 
organ. Money invested in a political or- 
gan is practically thrawnaway. The sup- 
port of a purchased newspaper organ is 
worthless. Ite epinionsare valueless and 
ite influence nil because they are paid for. 
The people cannot be fooled by the organ 


partisan is once ‘more awa: by the ex- 
posure of Senator Aldrich’s relations with 
John E. Searles of the sugar monopoly. 

The Senator is not interested in sugar— 
not at all, but sugar seems tobe very much 
interested in him. Mr. Searles furnished the 
money with which Aldrich acquired a 
monopoly of the street railway facilities of 
Providence, R. I. This transaction took 
place soon after the Senator wen the fight 
for a duty on sugarin the McKinley law. 
It must be supposed that Searles and his 
associates were very grateful for the $35,- 
000,000 which they pocketed under this 
clause in the law and testified their ap- 
preciation by helping the Senator in his 
schemes. 

Republicans and Democrats alike are 
smirched by this sugar scandal. Both 
parties seem to be under some sort of obli- 
gation to the trust, which is discharged 
faithfully in spite of popular ‘‘noise and 
clamor,’’ and the representatives of the 
people make little or no effort to conceal 
their relations with the corrupting powers 
of organized greed. With Mr. Quay, they 
think their private business is no concern 
of the public, and resent any inquiry into 
the nature of their personal business ven- 
tures. And they seem to be unable to see 
that their defense fails when private in- 
terest is mixed up with public business 
and is allowed to become the determining 
factor in legislation. 

The issue is clearly defined. Govern- 
ment must be reduced to its legitimate 
functions as contemplated by Thomas Jef- 
ferson. It must be made impossible 
for a legislator to make a profit or suffer 
a loss through legislation. This can- 
not be effected through the moral sense of 
the individual Senator or Representative. 
The temptation is too strong. Withdraw 
the temptation by separating public and 
private business. One or other of the 
great parties must make this an issue, 
must make it a partisan question. When 
the fight is won the chief source of politi- 
cal corruption and business depression 
will have been dried up. 


THe so-called debate in the Senate, 
which has not thrown a single ray of light 
on thé subject of the tariff, ought to pro- 
duce an effective sentiment in favor of 
changingthe character of the members of 
that body. As at present constituted the 
Senate is a drag, a hindrance to public 
business, instead df a help. 
of, its members are representatives, 
not of the people, but of special | 
interests, and vote as those interests dic- 
tate. They are neither statesmen nor 
politicians in the best sense of that word. 
The elections should rest with the people. 
Only in that way can the character of the 
„highest legislative assembly in the 
world’’ be purified and made truly repre- 
sentative of popular sentiment.
